Note that claims 5-9 and 15 are improper multiple dependent claims and 
therefore are not subject to restriction requirement.

Group I, claim(s) 1-4, 10-14 and 16-17, drawn to a method of producing male or 
female sterile plants comprising the steps of transforming plant material with a 
polynucleotide which encodes at least one enzyme which reacts with a non-phytotoxic 
substance to produce a phytotoxic one, wherein the oxidase is a mutant D-amino acid 
oxidase from Rhodotorula and the non-phytotoxic substance is a D-alpha amino acid or 
peptide derivative thereof as well as a mutant D-amino acid oxidase from Rhodotorula 
capable of oxidizing phosphinothricin. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species groups are as follows: 

1) different further substances listed in claim 2; 2) direct or indirect 
phytotoxic products; 3) D-s part ate or D-glutamate as non-phytotoxic substances, 
if applicable; 4) different positions or specific combinations of positions 213, 223 
and 238; 5) different residues at positions 213, 223 and 238.
